We firmly believe in this prac- 
tice of senior days as it is a 
very important spot in the June 
grad’s mind... this picking of 
a college for further educational 
forays has a large part in the 
formation of plans for the future. 
We do have a suggestion or two 
to offer for possible changes in 
the present practice. 

From where this editor sits 
the present practice of rushing 
students through all departments 
of the college in a mere two 
hours or so is rather hasty and 
not necessarily satisfying to 
either the student or to the col- 


lege in that it fails to present a. 


clear picture of college life as 
it applies to this campus. What 
is wrong with the idea of actu-

The students could then ap- 
pear on the campus in small 
groups, coming to college for 
the day via the regular school 
bus from their own area. To 
those who claim that this would 
mean the visitor had to get up 
too early to catch‘a bus--it’s 
one of the things he or she would 
have to contend with to become 
MPC students--what’s wrong 
with their finding it out right 
now ?
